1132" meeting August 25, 2010. The 1898 California Golden 
Jubilee Bill Hyder 


Herb introduced our Speaker for the evening, Bill Hyder, 
speaking on the exonumia produced during the 1898 California 
Golden Jubilee, i.e., the 50” anniversary of the discovery of 
gold. 

According to Bill (see his fantastic article in the May-June 
2010 TAMS Journal), 50 years after the discovery of gold at 
Sutter’s Mill, San Francisco produced a plethora of badges, 
tokens, and other exonumia celebrating this anniversary. 

If Yerba Buena (future San Francisco) had only 500 hardy 
souls in 1847, the discovery of gold in 1849 increased the 
population to 20,000 by 1850! 

Flocking to the gold fields near Sutter’s Mill and other parts 
of the Sierras, many found their fortune and many came away 
empty-handed. But, the discovery was such a momentous event 
that 50 years after the fact, the city held a celebration and parade 
14,000 strong marching from Kearney and Market Street down 
Market through a Grand Arch at Powell & Market. 

Marching were the Native Sons & Daughters of the Golden 
West, the Irish Brigade, the “Chinese Celestials” and many 
others. Badges, medals, pinbacks, ribbons and other items were 
produced and sold at the parade and later. 

A ribbon featuring a facsimile of the first gold nugget found 
was a popular item and the official jubilee badge. Other items 
produced were badge and hangers showing prospectors, wagon 
trains, locomotives, and images of John Marshall, discoverer of 
the gold nugget. A mining fair followed the parade holding 
court for 5 weeks after having its opening done by President 
Taft remotely by pressing a telegraph key in Washington, DC to 
ring a bell in San Francisco! 


All of the pieces produced are avidly collected; and at least 
one is included in Hibbler & Kappen, Number 642. Thanks Bill 
for a very well done presentation!
